Washington, Jan. 22.—'The report 
that the Hornet, 
General 
Bonilla’s 
revolutionary gunboat, 
which 
has 
been promoting his cause along the 
coast of Honduras, has been boarded 
by a force from the American gun­ 
boat Tacoma, was confirmed in a 
wireless dispatch 
received by 
the 
navy department today from Com­ 
mander Cooper of the United States 
steamer Marietta. The dispatch mere­ 
ly stated that it had been found ne­ 
cessary to place a force on board 
the Hornet, and added that details 
would be reported later. The navy 
department 
is 
anxionsly 
awaiting 
these details in order to determine 
its future course of action. The a t­ 
torney ^ n eral is investigating the 
question whether the Hornet has vio­ 
lated the neutrality of the United 
States, and pending the result of that 
inquiry the 
state 
department 
an­ 
nounced the vessel would not be per­ 
mitted to commit any actually hos­ 
tile act against the government cf 
Honduras. 
The action of Commander Davis 
of the Tacoma ’n boarding the Horn­ 
et, it is assumed here, was based 
upon the intention cif the revolution­ 
ists to strike a telling blow against 
the coast of the little republic. The 
naval officers in Honduras waters 
were given considerable latitude of 
discretion in carrying out their in­ 
structions to prevent an assault by 
the Hornet. 
The Hornet sailed from New Or­ 
leans ostensibly for Cape Gracia, on 
the northeastern cost of Nicaragua. 
It has not been established where 
the vessel received her guns, thus be­ 
ing converted into an instrument of 
war. After Geenral Bonilla captured 
Ruatan Island, off the coast of Hon­ 
duras, he appointed officers for the 
government of the island. Then, it is 
said, 
the 
Hornet 
was 
transferred 
from her owners to the revolution­ 
ists fcr a consideration of $1 and a 
mortgage on the vessel. 
The Hornet was immediately trans­ 
ferred from American to Honduran 
registry and raised the Honduran 
flag, but the Honduran papers were 
issued by the Bonilla appointees. The 
validity of these papers is one of the 
questions which are now being look­ 
ed into. Officials here generally re­ 
gard them as irregular.

BEAUTIFUL 


Aside 
From 
Aesthetic, 
Commercial 
Benefits Are of the Greatest 
Importance. 


. In the recent city planting congress 
In London reasons enough were given 
for the beautifying of towns. One, 
however, and an important one, was 
not, we believe, mentioned. 
This Is 
the commercial benefit which accrues 
to a city which has become famous for 
the beauty of its buildings, the vistas 
unfolded by Its streets, its public parks 
and gardens. For ages Paris has been 
known as the playground of the civil­ 
ized world. Not only have countless 
thousands visited It for its ancient 
palaces, its storehouses of art treas­ 
ures, and Its historic associations, but 
because of the more modern beauties 
of its architecture, Its boulevards and 
Its parks and pleasure grounds. 
But 
many of the ancient buildings which 
delighted the eye of the artist have had 
to give way to the march of progress 
and the needs of today. 
So Paris is 
trying to beautify its modern features 
that some of its landmarks of the past 
will not be missed. 
So strongly do the Parisians believe 
In city beautification as an investment 
that the municipality has been author­ 
ized to borrow 
$175,000,000 for this 
purpose. A part of this, $47,000,000, 
has Just been raised by an Issue of 
bonds, which, In spite of labor difficul­ 
ties and other obstacles, was oversub­ 
scribed twenty times. At least two 
leading thoroughfares are to be greatly 
extended, new’ parks established and 
new government buildings erected. 
In America the chief opposition to 
improvements of this sort are likely to 
come from the classes which would 
most be benefited by them. Chicago’s 
chief claim on visitors is Its system of 
parks and boulevards. 
There Is no 
telling how many of our guests are at­ 
tracted by these splendid 
driveways 
and pleasure grounds. The Chicago 
plan, which 
commercially may 
be 
looked upon as an expensive dream of 
visionaries, would, If carried out, be 
the city’s chief asset. Not only would 
it conduce to immeasurable benefit and 
delight to those who live here, but it 
would attract millions of people from 
elsewhere, and these indirectly would 
help pay for Its cost and maintenance, 
—Chicago Tribune. 


TRUTH ABOUT 
THE 
SUBURB 


In Theory They Should Be Well Gov­ 
erned, But Frequently They 


Have Their Troubles. 


In theory, small cities and big vil­ 
lages which are composed largely of 
the residences of men who do business 
and earn their living in a great urban 
center which carries along and sus­ 
tains these suburbs, ought to be models 
of good government. 
They should be 
very efficiently guarded, supplied with I 
whatever necessaries local officials are * 
expected to provide, and kept clean, 
well paved, well regulated and 
con­ 
tented. 
Such communities are not too big for 
wide-awake citizens to 
watch 
their 
public business closely. They are free 
from many difficulties 
which 
great 
cities must face, In the nature of their 
industries and 
commercial interests 
and the mixed character of their popu­ 
lation. 
In theory, the suburbs have 
all the better of such comparisons with 
their big neighbors. 
The practical tests of experience do 
not work out. that wayv Suburbs are 
often full of troubles. They have more 
than their share of wrangling and bit­ 
terness and discontent, in politics and 
government. Often the local adminis­ 
tration in such municipalities is costly, 
extravagant and Inefficient. 
Many great cities have seen their 
growth promoted and their legal lim­ 
its enlarged, time and again, by the de­ 
sire of suburbs to have better local 
government than they seem able to get 
for themselves. They join great cities 
to improve extremely unsatisfactory 
conditions.

Necessity for City Parks. 
“It is a sin boarding on a crime,* 
says a writer in Cassier’s, “to con­ 
tinue to construct cities extending 
over miles of territory in dense forma­ 
tion, without incorporating effective 
means for cutting off the course of a 
conflagration after it has 
escaped 
ordinary bounds and restraint. 
“Cities should be divided into sec­ 
tions not exceeding one mile square 
by parks and wide parkways. These 
will not only serve as fire barriers 
but will add greasy to the health, 
comfort and happiness of the people 
and the beauty of the city. This sys­ 
tem provides a bl eak in the continu­ 
ity of the building mass, thus making 
It practically Impossible for a con­ 
flagration to spread over miles of ter­ 
ritory before checked. 
“It would be much easter to stop 
a fire at the parks and 
parkways 
than in a solid mass of buildings. The 
cutting down of trees and shrubbery 
would be much easier, safer and more 
effective than the destroying a line 
of buildings, and the loss of a mile 
or two of the parkway’s adornment 
would be a trifling matter in compari­ 
son with the loss which would 
bo 
caused by the destruction of an equal 
area of buildings.

good, rich, blood of country folks 
the towns can not live. I have long 
recognized this fact. One 
splendid 
country boy or girl in the normal, or 
any state institution, nearly always 
means one good scholar* and one val­ 
uable citizen. By all means let us 
reach the country boys and girls with 
ail the state schools by making living 
cheap for them in connection 'With 
the said institution. 'Let Senator Red­ 
dle push this dormitory appropriation 
hard, and to a finish, and hundceds 
of good citizens will rise up to call 
him blessed. Let us have In connec­ 
tion -writh thise home for students a 
good herd of cows to supply the milk, 
a model henery to furnish the eggs, 
a demonstration farm and orchard 
to grew the vegetables and a few col 
onies of bees to give us the very best 
of “sweetening.” These things will 
furnish a double purpose, yet a trip­ 
le one, (I) making living cheap for 
all students, (2) give work for that 
great and good class who want to 
pay their way by their own efforts, 
(3) and be a source if education for 
all those who come in contact with 
them. There is no need of two homes, 
however, as 
the 
senator 
said 
he 
should favor, one for the boys and 
one for the girls. No, but let this 
dormitory be as nearly a model home 
as practical for both boys and girls, 
and the home of correct methods in 
Domestic Science and Art, and cor­ 
rect Jives in social and moral con­ 
duct of men and women. If two dor­ 
mitories are provided, by all means, 
arrange for a common dining room 
where boys and girls may meet each 
other as ladies and gentlemen at the 
place where it is said it is most dif­ 
ficult to be a gentleman. 
So far Senator Redd e was clearly 
on the right road, and all the -wo­ 
men and most of the men ‘‘woman 
suffragists’ will 
applaud 
him 
for 
these. But in outlining his trimming’’ 
process on the normals he declared 
very fervently and vehemently that 
the “Three R’s should receive more 
attention, and be made 
the 
funda­ 
mentals on our 
schools.”

where the senator struck a cold trail,

This is where the Club wo­ 
men and many of the progressive 
teachers, and parents who buy the 
b olts, are not in accord with the 
doctrine he would teach us. 
In fact this is the very FOLDEROL 
about which I want to speak. The 
“Three R’s" have 'loaded our chil­ 
dren with books, bent their hacks 
with useless toil, and strained their 
eyes until in many places a majority 
of the school children are forced to 
wear glasses. The “Three R’s” have 
- toed in the way of all education! 
progress, huddled our children to­ 
gether in unventilated school rooms. 
and robbed 
them 
of 
the 
norm a’ 
amount of sleep that a growing child 
needs. The “Three R’s” have weight­ 
ed down the teacher with burdens, 
made the school room a despised 
place to the pupil, and have pre­ 
vented the teacher from doing real 
educational work. The 
T hree 
R’s” 
have assumed the place of knowl­ 
edge, crowded out more important sub 
jeeto and made 'getting an education” 
a burden, when nature means that it 
be the kneest kind of a delight. No 
thoughtful teacher has tried to con­ 
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BOOK9 teaching us something aixnit 
the “Three R Group.” 
Tomorrow’ I shall try to show what 
a rational school would be like, what 
should be the Basis of a Rational 
Course of study and how the folderol 
text-book and the folderol course of * 
study stand in the wray of our hav­ 
ing real education in our schools, and 
why we have to go constantly to the 
uneducated country for new’ material 
to run the schools and the towns 
with.

The development of the beautiful la 
the aim of landscape gardening, differ* 
ing from gardening 
in 
its common 
sense, in embracing the whole scene 
about t hehouse, which it softens and 
refines. 
In it we seek to embody our 
ideal of a home by collecting and com­ 
bining beautiful 
forms in vegetation, 
surfaces of 
ground, 
buildings 
and 
walks in the landscape surrounding 
us. 
Every place should be a picture by 
itself, having an individuality all its 
own, completely harmonizing with the 
home which it surrounds, attractive to 
the general public and enjoyable to 
the owner. 
We should as far as pos­ 
sible conform in a general way to the 
prevailing custom on the street as re­ 
gards the use of fences between the 
buildings and the street lines. 
The working part of the grounds, 
such as the kitchen 
garden, clothes 
yard, etc., should be brought together 
directly connecting with the kitchen 
and cellar. 
They can thus be admir­ 
ably separated from the ornamental 
part of the grounds by lines of shrubs 
or a vine-covered lattice or wire fence. 
In arranging our pleasure grounds 
we should provide a place convenient­ 
ly accessible to the living rooms where 
the family can sit out of doors without 
being exposed to the gaze of the pub­ 
lic. 
Walks are useful but not beauti­ 
ful, and should only be used where
